Leopold Morse as Probable Head of the Naval 
Affairs—Springer’s Declination and Fu- 


ture Fight Against Morrison. 


Wasuincton, December 24+.—The house 
committee on appropriations held its first 
meeting this morning. It was decided to 
prepare, if possible, the pension, fortification, 
consular and military academy appropria- 
tion® bills during the recess, so that they 
might be presented in the house when con- 
gress reassembles. Mr. Randall, chairman of 
the committee, will announce to-morrow tl! 

names of the members who will have charge 
of the bills during their consideration. 
In making up the appropriation commit- 
tee with Mr. Randall at its head, Mr. 
lisle has, itis believed, secured the co-opera-

tion of his leading opponent in the speaker- 
ship fight, and will find him ready and will- 
ing to support him inthe management of 
the house. There are only four members of 


the committee from southern states. Mr 
Holman has a place upo™ it, and his appoint- 
ment is an assurance that a good deal of care 
wiil be directed to the effort to economize in 
the expenditures. But Mr. Randall, it is said, 
will not favor a niggardiy policy, and the 
speaker’s friends say that Mr. Carlisle did not 
construct the committee tor the purpose of 
starving the government by refusing to grant 
all needed supplies. 
WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 

The iron manufacturers look upon the 
ways and means committee as constituted as 
an indication of the renewal of the tariil 
agitation in the present congress with a view 
to tower duties. This they think will add 
to the embarrassment under which 
manufacturers are laboriug and _pro- 
long the depression, leading to the 
shutting down many milis and _ the 
discharge of large numbers of workmen. 
Upon this subject J. D. Weeks, secretary of 
the Western lron association, ssid: ‘‘rhat 
committee means tarill reform. Morrison is 
an bonest man, with the courage to enforce 
his convictions, and he is openly for a lower- 
ing of the tariff. He has told me tnat he con- 
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sidered the present tariff unequal in its rates. 
He thinks cotton ties and tinned plates are 
too low, but he wants the others brought to | 
that level. Instead of raising the rates of 

those articles he wants the others lowered. |

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THE LITTLE JOKER’S POUT, 

Mr. Cox, who was appvinted chairman of 
the house committee on naval affairs, has in 
formed an intimate friend, a member of the 
house, that he will positively decline to serve 
on that committee when congress reconvenes 
The reasons assigned for Mr. Cox's refusal 
are, that the committee oo naval affairs wiil 
have comparatively little before it during the 
present congress, and that 22 years service in 
the house eatitied him to the chairmanship 
of the foreign affairs. His friends say that in 
that position Mr, Cox contemplated advocat- 
ing a number of reforms in the line of reduc- 
ing the number of foreign ministers, vesting 
consuls with diplomatic power when necessary 
and improving the consular system so as to 
make it a more powerful agency for the ad 
vyancement of the commercial interests of the 
country. Mr. Cox has telegraphed to Gov- 
ernor Curtin asking him not to serve, and he 
has also telegraphed that he will not act as 
the chairman of the naval aflairs committee. 
It is said that tne main reason why he did 
not receive the chairmanship was because he 
might make too much of the Irish question. 
The committee on naval affairs is one of 
equal importance and rank, and so it is felt 
that the New York member has no real 
grievance. , 

MORSE AT THE HEAD OF THE NAVY. 
According to: traditions of congress, 
Leopold Morse should have been giveu the 
chairmanship of the naval affairs committee 
to which Speaker Caflisie assigned Mr, Vox, 
Mr. Morse explains some of the circumstances 
which governed the course of events, Car- 
lisle’s dilemma grew out of the Cox-Beimont 
quarrel over the chairmanship of the ‘foreign 
affairs committee. The speaker agreed 
to leave the matter to the 
New York delegation for settlement, but the 
-New York members were unable to make an 
amicable adjustment. Mr. Carlisle according 
ly named ex-Governor Curtin, ot Pennsylva- 
nia, for chairman of foreign affairs, and Mr. 
Belmont assecond member of the committee 
‘To appease Mr, Cox, the chairmanship of 
naval affairs was selected as the most availa- 
ble honor of adequate worth. Itissafe to 
say that Mr. Morse will really be the working 
head of the naval affairs committee. 
Mr. Cox has never been upon 
the committee, and has taken no 
part in the management or discussion of 
naval affairs. In fact, Mr. Morse wil! doubt- 
less be chairman of the committee, in all but 
thename. His ideas upon the policy to be 
ursued in this department are pretty wel 
nown. He believesin building and prop- 
erly equipping anavy, If this cannot be 
accomplished he would close the naval acad- 
emy and sellihe navy yards. He does not 
believe in constructing anavy by private 
contract, The cost of creating a proper plant 
for building and equipping iron men of-wer, 
he believes, would bea profitable investment. 

At present the navy yards are equipped on!) 

forthe construction of wooden ships. He 

would bui'danavy, first, for home protec- 
tion, and he would supply fleets for foreign 
service later, 
SPRINGER'’S IRE TOWARD MORRISON. ~ 

Mr. Springer, who desired the chairman- 
ship of the commit'ee on elections, but who 
was made chairman of the committee on ex- 
penditures in the department of justice, also 
contemplates declining when congress reas- 
sembles, giving as his reason that both he 
and his constituents have been insulted by 
his omission from all important committees. 

There are only nine members of the house 

who rank with or are beyond him in contin- 

uous service in the house. He has served 
upon the leading committees, and now he 
finds himself exciuded from them all and 
made chairman of the insignificant commit- 
tee to investigate the expenditures 
of the department of justice, while 
he has only a place upon one other 
committte, the special committee hav- 
in charge of the question of regulating the 
counting of votés for president and vice- 

resident. Naturally the members have

WASHINGTON, December 26.—General Mc- 
Kenzie, commander of the department of 
Texas, is aitlicted with mental trouble, occa- 
sioned by nervous prostration. He has been 
relieved of Command temporarily, and the 
affairs of his department are now directed by 
General Schofield. No further action has 
been taken by the war department, as it is 
desired to await developments before ordering 
a medical board to examine General McKen- 
zie... lt is hoped his trouble will be 
only temporary, but his condition causes 
graye apprehension to his friends. The war 
department was informed about a week ago 
about General McKenzie’s condition, and 
that he was under the care of the surgeon in 
charge at his headquarters at San Antonio. , 
General McKenzie succeeded to the command 
of the department of Texas upon the,retire- 
ment of General Sherman. His promotion 
coming to him in consequence of the changes 
made at that time. He was transferred 
from the department of New Mexico. His 
army friends here say that he has long been 
a sufferer from neuralgic and nervous aflec- 
tions which ‘have been aggravated by expos- 
ure in service on the frontier and by his 
residence in New Mexico. During the war 
he was twice severely wounded, and much of 
the nervous trouble which has affected him 
for years is due to those injuries. His friends 
fear that even should be recover from his 
present mental prostration, he will be inca- 
pacitated for active service.

Mahoney said the paper was paid to print the 
article in question, and he couldn’t help it. 
McAvoy then told Mahoney that his expla- 
nation was not satislactory; that he had ta- 
ken legal counsel, and tound that the paper 
was not legally responsible, and that he 
knew of no better way ol getting satisfaction 
than to give Mahoney a cowhiding. He 
thereupon proceeded to administer a castiga- 
t10 Mahoney drew a revolver but didn’t 
shoot. He yelled, cried and protested toat 
he was not personally responsible, but in 
vain, McAvoy continuing to apply the whip 
until he was arrested. John H. Gaffey and 
Frank Rose were present at the whipping, 
and confirm McAvyoy’s statement.

LABOR TROUBLES IN PENNSYLVANIA, 
PittrenurG, Pa,, December 26.—A special 
dispatch from Moshanon, Peunsylvania, says 
there are prospects of extensive trouble inthe 
bituminous coal districts in Westmoreland, 
Blair, Huntingdon, Bedford, Centre and 
Clearfield counties. The producers are ex- 
tremely reticent as to their plans, 
but it pretty generally known 
that’a reduction of wages in all departments 
of labor will be exacted after Deceinber ilst. 
The miners, who are said to be well organized 
and estimated to number from 15,000 to 20.000 
men, have expressed their willingness to co- 
operate and assist in a general strike laid down 
fur the first of January. The rupture between 
the Rochester and Pittsburg railroad com- 
pany and their malcontent miners is not en- 
irely adjusted, notwithstanding tie report 
to the contrary, and an undefined feeling of 
insecurity prevails in the striking districts, 
Work will be resumed in the Philadelphia 
and Reading coal and iron company’s col- 
lieries in Northumberland county to-morrow, 
after an idleness of a week. Hundreds 
of men are to-day employed at tne collieries 
in removing snow from the tracks and roads.

twinkling the house wasina blaze. Mr, Murphey 
estimates his loss atabout $1,300, with no insurance.

Not many months ego the columus of fhis paper 
contained an account of the sickness and death of 
Rev, Jesse Gilbert, colored. pastor of the negro 
Baptist church at this place, and the subsequent 
trial and exclusion from the church of one Ed- 
mund Butler for “‘conjuring’’ the preacher and 
causing hisdeath. Another- case of ‘‘tricking ’’ 
not quite so fatalin its results, perhaps, hascome 
to the surface. This wasat Mount Kna, another 
negro church in thiscounty._ Ranson Henderson, 
eolored. isa sort ofa preacher himself, and fora 
long time he was used as a substitute at Mt. Ena 
whenever the pastor would fail to put 
in an appearance month or sO 
ago Ransom hada terrible spell of ‘‘neuraligy,’’ as 
he called it, and upon inquiry was told by some 
ove that he could cure himself by boring a hole in 
a black-jack oak and filling it with lint cottou sat- 
urated ia whisky, a white-oak pin to be diriven in 
the hole and sawed off close to the tree. Rans went 
home full of hope, determined to carry out the in- 
structions to the letter. Heand his wife had hada 
quarrel the day before, and he arrived home to find 
her pouting. It wasuo’t long before Ransom 
had the hole bored in 4 black- 
jack and the white-oak pin prepared. When he 
came to the house and carried from it the piece of 
cotton saturated:in whisky, his wife watched and 
secretly followed him to the woods.

Montgomery and Selma. 

From the Selma Times. 
The situation is plainly this: The Louisville and 
Nashville railroad leased some years ago that part 


of the Georgia Central system from Montgomery to 
this place, at $1,000 per week. The bargain has 
been found to be a hard one, and in conseyuence 
as few expenditures as possible to keep up the road 
have been made. The result is indicated by the ac- 
cident detailed above and by the sec- 
tion boss’ story. Evidently there is 
far more danger to life in traveling over 
this road than there is any excuse for. Wedo not 
suppose superintendent Belknap is at all responsi- 
ble for the condition of things, and most probably 
he has done what he could to remedy it The fault, 
in all likelihood, lies at the doors of higher officials 
of thé system, of whose policy Mr. Belknap is the 
mereinstrument. But surely this accident should 
atouse them to reform. We are not sure but that 
somebody is liable for damages for what has hap- 
pened, and certainly there is criminal negligence 
somewhere. The owners of the property are very 
lex to have had no stipulation in the lease for 
the keeping up of the road, and should 
see to it that their interests are not jeopardized. 
The L. & N.’s carelessness and indifference in the 
management of this leased link has been so marked 
that the mass of people affected byits operation 
would be glad to see the Georgia Central resume 
itscontrol. Butin any event there should be at- 
tention to the road’s dangerous condition. It is 
not the railroad commission’s duty to protect the 
people’s livesin such a dilemma, if neither lessee 
nor lessor will do what must be soniebody’s duty” 


Heavy Virdict Against the Central. 
Eufaula Bulletin. 

The jury in the case of J. C.. McKenzie vs. 
Georgia Central railroad, tried during the last weex 
in the United States circuit court at Montgomery, 
returned a verdict on last Friday night, in favor 
Mr. McKenzie for $16,800. The verdict is consid- 
erably short of public expectation, and is $25,200 
Shortof the amount sued for. Ifa compromise 
upon the verdict returned is not made and a set- 
tlementofthe case where it is cannot be effected, 
then the case will go to the United States supreme 
* court, where a decision will hardly be rendered with- 
in the next two years. While the verdict of the jury 
is something, in the way of money,it is no compen- 
Sation for the terrible physical injury that Mr. 
McKenzie has sustained. He would gladly waive 
all the suffering he has endured and pay the Cen- 
tral railroad $50,000 beside, to put him back in the 
condition he was, when he boarded the fatal train 
thatso injured him; andif, asitis alleged, the 
injury he now sustains was inflicted by careless 
ness and negligence of the condition of the railroad 
bed at the point where the accident occurred, then 
the Central railroad and banking com- 
pany bus not enough money to 
re-imburse him. Money is of no 
consideration toa suffering cripple who already 
had enough to carry him through life, and yet, tv 
force the railroad to pay him heavily, was a duty 
he owed to him<elf and tothe public in order to 
compel the railroad officials to look more carefu!ly 
in future to the condition of their road bedand the 
safety of passengers. It was the only redress for 
‘his ipjury that was left him. After paying his 
doctor's bills and lawyers, therefore, it will be seen 
that the verdict of the jury is extremely light upon 
the road and of little or no consequence to Mr.

ihe stockholders of the Atlantic and North Car- 
olina railroad metin Goldsboro on Monday last, 
and voted to lease the roadto the Kastern North 
Carolina railroad company. Mr. Simmons, proxy 
for the state, voied for the lease. The coucur- 
ence of a majority of the directors is only required 
to pul the road in the hands ofthe lessees. The 
coutract of iease requires the deposit of $75,000 iu 
North Carojina 4 per cents for tne faithful dis- 
charge of the contract as entered into by the 
lessees. The lessees also agree not to enter into 
any aliiance, combination, or con- 
tract with connecting railroads, eith 
er. at Goldsboro or elsewhere 
whereby a fair competition for freights may be em- 
barrassed or prevented The lessees further bind 
themselves to extend the road from Smitbfield to 
some pointon the Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley 
railroad, either at Fayetieville or Sanford. The 
lessees are Composed of business men who live 
aiong the line of the road. Itisnot known when 
a meeting of the directors will be held to consider 
the proposition. in the meantime there is the 
Suit of Mr. Christian, of Petersburg, Virginia, 
in the United States court, asking for an injunc 
tion to prevent the lease. A restraining order has 
heretofore been issued by Judge Huga L. Bond, 
and the case was arwued last week at Newberne be 
fore Judge Seymvuur. The decision may or may 
not prevent the lease, and itis given out that this 
suit will be compromised in due time, aud the ac 
complishmen, of the lease will then depend alone 
ou the action of the directors. Heretofore Govern- 
or Jurvis, whoappoints eight of the twelve direc 
tors, has been opposed to the lease, and it is under- 
stood that he is still of the same opinion.

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FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION. 

The Rey. J. L. M. Curry, agent of the Pea- 
body educational fund, has probably given 
more attention to public education in the 
states eof the south than any other man. He 
has studied the needs and .resources, not of 
one southern state, but of allofthem.
